Peterson Facing Death 


REDWOOD CITY, CALIF. I Ajury decided Monday 
that Scott Peterson should be executed for 
murdering his pregnant wife, Laci, whose 
Christmas Eve disappearance two years ago 
was the opening act in a legal drama that 
grabbed national attention. 

A cheer went up outside the courtroom 
as the jury announced its decision after 11 34 
hours of deliberations over three days. The 
jury had two options in deciding the 32 -year- 
old former fertilizer salesman’s fate: life in 
prison without parole or death by injection. 

Peterson clenched his jaw when the verdict 
was read and leaned over to speak with his 
attorney. Sharon Rocha, Laci Peterson’s moth- 


er, cried quietly — her lips quivering. Peterson’s 
mother, Jackie, showed no apparent emotion. 

Judge Alfred A. Delucchi will formally 
sentence Peterson on Feb. 25. The judge will 
have the option of reducing the sentence to 
life, but such a move is highly unlikely. 

If the judge upholds the sentence, Peterson 
will be sent to death row at San Quentin 
State Prison outside San Francisco. 

Peterson, 32, was convicted of murder 
Nov. 12 for the deaths of his wife and her 
unborn child. Prosecutors say he stran- 
gled or smothered his wife on or around 
Christmas Eve 2002 and dumped the body

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I An al Qacda-linkcd suicide 
bomber blew up his vehicle Monday near 
cars waiting to enter the Green Zone, home 
to the U.S. Embassy and Iraq’s interim gov- 
ernment, killing 13 Iraqis on the anniversary 
of Saddam Hussein’s capture. 

As insurgents continued to step up attacks 
against U.S. and Iraqi forces ahead of next 
month’s elections, the country’s interim 
president said Washington was wrong for 
dismantling Iraq’s security forces, including 
its 350,000 -strong army. 

“As soon as we have 
efficient security forces 
that we can depend on, 
we can see the beginning 
of the withdrawal of forces 
from our friends and part- 
ners and I think it doesn’t 
take years, it will take 
months,” Ghazi al-Yawer 
told British Broadcasting Corp. radio. 

U.S. military commanders, however, say 
American forces will be in Iraq for several years 
and that troop numbers will rise from 138,000 
to 150,000 before the Jan. 30 national elections. 

American and Iraqi leaders had hoped 
the ouster of Saddam — who was captured 
one year ago Monday on a farm near his 
hometown of Tikrit — and the detention 
or death of most of his top aides would deal 
the insurgency a knockout blow. 

But the uprising has escalated and the 
number of attacks on U.S. and Iraqi forc- 
es risen steadily. About 550 U.S. soldiers 
died in the first year after the invasion was 
launched; almost 750 troops have died in the

“There 
are very strong differences of opin- 
ion between myself and Secretary

WASHINGTON | Chief Justice William 
H. Rehnquist has cut back on his 
workload while receiving treatment 
for thyroid cancer, a Supreme Court 
spokeswoman said Monday. 

Rehnquist, 80, has been absent 
from the bench for almost two 
months but is working from home 
and receiving briefings on argu- 
ments he missed.

Ghazi al-Yawer demanded more help 
from the United Nations ahead of 
the country’s Jan. 30 elections, say- 


ing poor security was no excuse for 
the world body to stay away. 

The United Nations is advising 
Iraq’s electoral commission on the 
vote. It recently increased the ceiling 
on its international staff in Baghdad 
from 35 to 59. 

But UN. Secretary- General Kofr 
Annan said insecurity remains a 


problem. Annan pulled all U.N. 
international staff out of Iraq in 
October 2003, after two bombings 
at U.N. headquarters in Baghdad. 

Al-Yawer told Al-Arabiya he 
wasn’t satisfied with the U.N.

Vows to prepare former Soviet satellite for EU 


BUCHAREST, ROMANIA I Bucharest 
mayor and reformist opposition 
candidate Traian Basescu won 
an unexpected victory Monday 
in Romania’s presidential runoff 
election, ending a decade of rule 
by successors to this country’s for- 
mer communist regime. 

Basescu vowed to fight wide- 
spread corruption, restore press 
freedoms and prepare Romania to 
join the European Union by 2007. 
He has also said he supports social 
reform, including greater rights for 
gays — a stance that drew heavy 
criticism from the country’s power- 
ful Orthodox Christian Church. 


He defeated Prime Minister 
Adrian Nastase, who was support- 
ed by outgoing President Ion Iliescu, 
Romania’s leader 
for 11 of the past 15 
years since the revo- 
lution that deposed 
former dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu. 
Final results showed 
Basescu had won 
51.23 percent of Sunday’s vote; 
Nastase got 48.77 percent. 

The opposition is seen as less 
connected to the communists who 
ruled until the 1989 revolution, and

U.S.: Deaths of 8 
Detainees Probed 
In Afghanistan 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Military offi- 
cials said Monday that eight prison- 
er deaths in Afghanistan have been 
investigated since mid-2002, ahigher 
number than previously reported. 

Human Rights Watch said slow- 
paced investigations had “spawned 
a culture of impunity” that may have 
fueled prisoner abuse in Iraq. “It’s 
time for the United States to come 
clean about crimes committed by 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan,” said the 
group’s Asia division director.

Judge rules he’s fit,

SANTIAGO, CHILE I Former dicta- 
tor Gen. Augusto Pinochet was 
indicted and placed under house 
arrest Monday for the kidnapping 
of nine dissidents and the killing 
of one of them during his 1973-90 
military regime. 

The indictment marked the third 
attempt to try Pinochet in Chile for 
abuses from his 17- 
year dictatorship, 
none successful. 

Judge Juan 
Guzman said he 
decided to try the 
89 -year- old retired 
general — reversing 
a previous court decision to exempt 
Pinochet from trial on health 
grounds — after questioning him 
and examining reports from court- 
appointed doctors. 

“Gen. Pinochet has been declared 
mentally competent to face a crimi- 
nal trial in Chile,” Guzman ruled. 

The defense team immediate- 
ly announced an appeal, saying 
Pinochet suffers from worsening 
dementia, and legal proceedings 
could take months.

Geico sues search 
engine for displaying 
rival companies’ names 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I A federal judge 
heard arguments Monday in atrade- 
mark dispute that could threaten 
millions in advertising revenue for 
search engine Google Inc. 

Attorneys for auto insurance 
giant Geico told U.S. District 
Judge Leonie Brinkemathat Google 
should not be allowed to sell ads to 
rival insurance companies that are 
triggered whenever Geico’s name is 
typed into the Google search box. 

Geico claims that Google’s 
AdWords program, which displays 
the rival ads under a “Sponsored 
Links” heading next to a user’s 
search results, causes confusion 
for consumers and illegally exploits 


Geico’s investment of hundreds of 
millions of dollars in its brand. 

But Google attorney Michael 
Page said the ad policy is no differ- 
ent than a supermarket giving out 
coupons for one product when a cus- 
tomer buys the same product from 
a different company. 

Google is facing similar lawsuits 
from other companies, including 
AXA, the world’s No. 3 insurer. 

The Geico lawsuit was filed in 
May, just weeks after Google said it 
hoped to raise $2.7 billion with an 
initial public stock offering. In feder- 
al filings, the company said it would 
face financial risks if it was forced to 
limit sales of keyword ads. 

The bench trial is expected 
to last three days, after which 
Brinkema could issue a decision 
or take the matter under advise- 
ment.

WASHINGTON | The fate of a deal to 
bring baseball back to the nation’s 
capital rests with a final vote 
Tuesday in the D.C. Council. And 
on the eve of that vote, city hall saw 
a flurry of activity from supporters 
and opponents. 

Senior staffers from Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams’ office worked 
Monday to negotiate minor changes 
in the agreement with Major League 
Baseball.

Metro Says It’s Prepared For Snow 


WASHINGTON I After complaints 
about the subway system’s perfor- 
mance — or lack thereof — in the 
snow, Metro officials said Monday 
they are ready this winter with bet- 
ter snow-fighting equipment. 

The agency plans to equip 20 six- 
car trains with de-icing equipment 
when snow and ice are in the forecast. 
In the past, de-icing was only done 
with a special non-passenger train. 

Metro has also treated the under- 
carriage of 200 additional rail cars 
to better protect the motors from 


snow ingestion and electrical prob- 
lems. Crews have replaced 8,000 
feet of heater tape to keep ice off 
the third rail, which provides 
electricity to power the trains. 

Snow of 8 inches or more will still 
be a problem. If that happens, Metro 
plans to run only underground rail 
service at 30 minute intervals. 

Metro was criticized during 
repeated snowstorms in 2003. At 
one point that February, some 40 
percent of the subway cars were 
snowbound in yards or broken, (ap)

REDSKINS I The Washington 
Redskins are threatening the 
franchise record for penalty yards 
in a season, a most unexpected and 
befuddling development from a 
team coached by Joe Gibbs. 

The Redskins committed 12 pen- 
alties for 137 yards in Sunday’s 17- 
14 loss to the Philadelphia Eagles, 
including four false start penalties. 
In less than a minute, the offense had 
three flags — two false starts and a 
holding call — that stifled a drive 
and forced a long field goal attempt 
that missed just before halftime. 

There have been three double - 
digit penalty games this season. 
The total for the year is 93 penal- 
ties for 872 yards, a 1,073 -yard pace 
that would exceed last year’s 1,038 - 
yard total by coach Steve Spurrier’s 
undisciplined team. The team 
record is 1,110, set in 1948. 

When the last-place Redskins 
(4-9) committed a dozen penalties 
in a 28-6 loss at Philadelphia three 
weeks ago, Gibbs blamed crowd noise 
for the false starts. He can’t make that 
some complaint now. 

“The four movement penalties 
are kind of hard for me to figure,” 
Gibbs said. “I don’t know if it’s lack

Eligible for Aid? 

♦ Dear Betsy, 

I really need your help. I am a 40-year-old man 
who would like to go back to school, but I don’t 
know where to start. I am looking to apply for 


any grants, loans or other financial aid to help 
pay for my schooling. I have recently been 
released from federal prison and I really want to 
turn my life around. I have a conviction for drug 
sales and heard that, even though I have 
successfully completed a government-run drug 
rehab program, this one time conviction might 
stop me from getting a loan for school. 

Robert D., Washington, DC 

Dear Robert: 

By successfully completing a government-run 
drug rehabilitation program, you regained 
eligibility for federal financial aid on the date you 
completed the program. If you had not 
completed the program, you would be ineligible 
for a specified period of time as outlined below: 
Conviction for Possession 

• 1 time conviction for possession = 
ineligible for one year from date of 
conviction 

• 2 times convicted for possession = 
ineligible for two years from date of second 
conviction 

• 3 times or more = ineligible for indefinite 
period of time from date of third conviction 
Conviction for Sale 

• 1 time conviction for sale = ineligible for 
two years from date of conviction 

• 2 time conviction for sale = ineligible for 
indefinite period of time from date of 
second conviction. 

Your next step is to fill out the Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) to determine 
your eligibility for both loans and grants for 
college; you can do this online at 
www.fafsa.ed.aov . The financial aid office at the 


school you’d like to attend should also be able to 
guide you. In the meantime, visit an Educational 
Opportunity Center (EOC) in your area; the main 
number for the DC branch is 202-822-5180 or 
email them at inquiry@collegeboard.org.

PLUS Loan Consolidation 
H Dear Betsy: 

I saw your column and decided to write to you 
with my question. I’m currently repaying my 
student loans for graduate studies at American 
University. I consolidated my loans in 1998 with 
an 8% interest rate and I’m not eligible to 
refinance my loan with a lower interest rate. 
Now my daughter is in college and I’m planning 
to take out a PLUS loan to pay her tuition. Can I 
consolidate my student loan with my PLUS loan? 
Would it be better for me take out a home equity 
loan instead of a PLUS loan?

Dear Bonnie: 

Yes, you may consolidate the PLUS loans with 
your existing consolidation. Simply contact one 
of your loan holders to discuss your options and 
request an application. 

While both home equity loans and PLUS loans 
have pretty low interest rates and may allow 
deduction of the interest on your taxes, I would 
recommend the PLUS loan over the home equity 
loan. PLUS loans offer lower payment options, 
deferments and other benefits if you should ever 
get in a situation where making the payments 
becomes temporarily difficult. PLUS loans also 
do not put your home at risk if tough 
circumstances occur.

Schools hope giving 
out rewards will get 
kids eating healthy 

NUTRITION I If a healthy heart and 
smaller waistline aren’t incentive 
enough for kids to eat healthy foods, 
maybe a bracelet or key chain will 
do the trick. 

That’s the idea behind a Buffalo 
schools program that in January 
will start offering rewards to chil- 
dren who choose fruits and vege- 
tables in the lunch line. 

Planners don’t want to scare 
students with what are legiti- 
mately scary facts — that over- 
weight children can develop dia- 
betes, high blood pressure, heart 
disease and other life -shortening 
problems. But they want them to 
make better food choice habits and 
have a more positive attitude about 
good nutrition. 


As part of the districtwide effort, 
students will be taught the benefits 
of eating better — that it improves 
academic performance and energy 
levels. There will also be an immedi- 
ate reward in the form of prizes for 
students who put things like carrot 
coins and kiwi on their trays. 

The incentive is a way to “educate 
them and make it fun and engag- 
ing,” said Gretchen Fierle of the 
P2 Collaborative of Western New 
York, coordinating the program 
for Buffalo’s 31,000 elementary 
school kids. 

The program also has a research 
component. Different twists on the 
basic program will be tried out at 
various schools to see what works 
best. At some, students will be asked 
to sign a promise to eat healthier, 
while some schools will compete 
with each other for a $2,000 prize 
to stage a health-related event.

Institute of Medicine, an arm of 
the National Academy of Sciences, 
said that over the past 30 years the 
rate of childhood obesity has tri- 
pled among youngsters aged 6 to 
11 and has doubled for younger 
and older age groups. Among the 
report’s suggestions is healthier 
school food. 

Bridget O’Brien-Wood, food 
services director for Buffalo Public 
Schools, said schools will order a 
wider array of fresh produce. 

“We’ll try to feature differ- 
ent varieties of fruits or vegeta- 
bles that we don’t normally serve, 
either because they are labor-inten- 
sive or they might be a little bit more 
expensive,” she said. 

So instead of just pineapple 
cubes on the lunch line, students 
might also see kiwi and pears. 
Students will be encouraged to 
continue these healthy habits at 
home, said Fierle. 

“If we continue doing what we’re 
doing, a child born today will be the 
first generation ever in U.S. history 
not to live as long as the generation 
before them,” she said. “And it’s all 
preventable. That’s horrifying.”

Donor Debates 


Hospitals try to keep 
online matching from 
becoming a trend 

E T H I C S I Karen Traxler thought her 
doctors would be thrilled when she 
tracked down 17 people over the 
Internet who might be able to 
donate the kidney she needs. 

But Traxler, one of 60,000 people 
awaiting such a transplant nation- 
wide, said a physician accused her of 
trying to stir up trouble, and others 
refused to test the potential donors 
to see if they were a match. 

“They told me to stop rocking 
the boat, to try to sail into smooth 
waters, be patient and a kidney will 
come along,” said Traxler, 37, who 
lives near Fort Collins, Colo. 

Two months after doctors at 
Denver’s Presbyterian/St. Luke’s 
Medical Center performed the 
first known Internet-brokered 
transplant, some doctors and hos- 


pitals are putting on the brakes. 
They cite the potential for abuse 
when patients don’t go through 
established organizations. 

“We always create the risk that 
money will be exchanged between 
the donor and the recipient,” Dr. 
Igal Kamead said. 

Kamead was one of the surgeons 
who performed a kidney transplant 
for Robert Hickey, 58, of Edwards, 
after Hickey found a donor on a Web 
site called MatchingDonors.com. 

The surgery was performed 
under a “compassionate exception” 
after Hickey and Robert Smitty, 
32, of Tennessee signed affidavits 
indicating Smitty wasn’t benefit- 
ing financially. 

The American Society of 
Transplant Surgeons opposes 
efforts to line up a donor for a spe- 
cific recipient. 

Kamead said organizations 
already in place can match a would-

With ‘Spanglish,’ 
Adam Sandler leaves 
immaturity behind 

TRANSITIONS I Adam Sandler is 
growing up. 

Thirty- eight and newly married, 
he hopes to start a family soon. “I’m 
doing the best I can,” he joked. (He 
is married to actress-model Jackie 
Titone, whom he met on the set of 
“Big Daddy.”) 

Professionally, Sandler is ven- 
turing beyond the sophomoric 
comedies that have made him one 
of the most bankable comedians in 
Hollywood. 

His last two comedies — “Anger 
Management” with Jack Nicholson 
and “50 First Dates” with Drew 
Barrymore — earned more than 
$100 million each. But Sandler 
is trying to challenge himself.

(Sarah Steele) has weight issues 
and son Georgie (Ian Highland) 
is shy and introverted. 

Flor, a single mom, has her own 
issues. Fiercely independent, she is 
hesitant to learn English or embrace 
American culture. She worries 
that her impressionable daugh- 
ter, Cristina (Shelbie Bruce), will 
forget her heritage. When the two 
families wind up living under the 
same roof, their differences create 
further turmoil. 

Unlike, say, his lovable los- 
ers in “The Waterboy” and “Billy 
Madison,” Sandler’s John Clasky 
faces adult pressures at work and 
at home in “Spanglish.”
